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SUGGESTIONS WITH REGARD TO THE STOWAGE OF CARGO. 


BALLAST AND Dunxwace.—Ballast should be of small stones, and covered with 
boards so as not to touch the lower tier of Teas. 

Dunziage of boards or split bamboos, should be placed between the cargo and the 
ship's side. 

Srowtno.—Chinese stevedores are usually competent to stow Teas, &c., pro- 
perly; but they nevertheless require watching, being often careless about ing 


the dunnage, t keeping the chests whole and bright, and about trimming the 
ship. 
It is important that Teas should be landed in order, and it is an error 


to sup that, because the Tea itself is not oe owners lose nothing by 
stained, or broken, or dirty-looking packages. Therefore ho 
the stevedores do not use too much grease in sliding the chests tfifough hold ; 
that they do not break them with the top-maul, or by walking on them; and that 
the rattans, papers, and mats are kept perfect.

EXPLANATORY LETTER OF THE AUTHOR To A FRIEND IN AMERICA. 


“ Apprehending at its inception the nature of the rupture and observing a 
general conflict of opinions, I had written to several friends respecting it in 
October and early in November ; and as one incident after another succeeded to 
confirm the prescience of my view, I'found, at length, my private communications 
becoming prophecy fulfilled. 

Viewing it as involving the most serious direct issue between Christianity 
~and Paganism presented during several centuries I became impressed, in pre- 
sence of this conflict of opinions, by the importance of a correct appreciation 
_of the question in the Western Nations and felt it a duty due from me, as one 
of the few who had long resided in China and witnessed the former War, to the 
many of the West as well as to the millions of China, to contribute somewhat to 
the light so much required upon a subject too long obscured by distance and 
the complexity arising from the anomalous nature of previous relations. 


This sense of duty was heightened by the dread inspired by former exper- 
_jence, that untimely concessions to the exigencies of material or personal inter- 
ests might mar or utterly spoil the occasion ;—such, under the pressure of im- 
patient and exacting constituencies, being the inevitable result of the Diplom- 
atist’s as of the Merchant's craving for early fruits.

Thus, we find in the first period, that the neglect 
of England to assert becomingly the rights and 
dignity of the West, against the Imperial policy so 
offensively promulgated by Loo, and especially her 
remissness in leaving the death of Lord Napier 
unatoned for, led from: year to year to fresh diffi- 
culties and da wotil, finally, the pride of the 
Imperial Court meso inflated that it cast off 
all reserve ;—and espousing the views of the party 
in the state most inimical to Foreigners, proceeded 
upon a course of policy toward them which shew- 
little less than a complete reversal of the cau- 
tion and professed moderation. which had osten- 
sibly characterized it previously. Undoubte lly the 
motives were of a mixed nature, and that appre- 
hensions of encroachment upon the cherished poli- 
cy of political and social isolation formed a large 
portion of them, for the knocking at the portals of 
China was already reverberating at Peking. ‘The 
relations subsisting during the monopoly of the 
East India Company were quite intolerable save 
to a limited commanity of Merchants whose in- 
terests were best subserved a cominuance of 
them. ‘The spirit of trade had over-ridden all 
other considerations, and led to acquiescence in acts 
which we forbear to narrate. But now,—too long 
delayed already,—a less narrow spirit hud been in- 
fused along with free trade, and no fonger were in- 
divide! rights to be sacrificed to monopoly. The 
tendency of the age toward expansion—to an en- 
largement and greater activity of intercourse —had 
reached Canton, and resolute men were no longer 
to be deterred from knocking loudly at the city 
gates with their grievances, by threats to stop the 
trade. 
it was not strange, therefore, that the Emperor 
and his Ministers should have at least an undefined 
dread of the consequences of greater freedom and 
strive to avert them ; nor was it strange that in cast - 
ing about for the most available pretence for awe-- 
inspiring promulgations of the Imperial will, they 
should, in their political sagacity, select the Opium 
trade as that from which they could draw the -1nos' 
odium upon Foreigners.—-But the vascillation 
and indecision shewn by it upon the Opium ques- 
tion the two previous years, dep suspicion upon 
the motives of the’ Imperial Court, which leave |i'- 
tle doubt, now that all other circumstances can be 
fully considered and the subsequent action of the 
Government can be retrospectively viewed, that 
the principal purpose of the sudden and severe 
measares taken was the resubjection of all For- 
eigners to the strict rules of a former period. ‘The 
revival in its full force of this policy of repression 
dovolyed great injustice’ to Foreigners , aud when, 


at length, it euddenly reached its culminating point 
by the appointment of Lin as the “quellec of the 
Birbarian spirit "and he with bis of “ ar- 
responsible power ” proceeded te Wenify it by mak- 
ing prisoners of all the Foreigners ia Canton, and 
by dark and wadefined threats wrested from the 
holders of it, as a rarsom fer the whole community, 
more than 20,000 Cheats of Opium, it was apparent 
that not only svas all moderation discarded, but . 
all proper sense ef justice; ner were visions of the 
‘“ Black Hole” wholly dispelicd antil the coneilia- 
‘tory butinteepid Elliot, sword in hand, made his | 
way in his Cutter from Macao and by diat of great | 
exertions reached the British Factory. 

Those were days whose circumstances of con- | 
fusion and terrer cannot be comprehended in these, 
“since the Gevernment of China has lost its prestige, 
and the andefined dread of the power of nunbers 
has been dispelled by the brighter dashes of science, 
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ject to corrections in the same degree that we micht 
apply them here, we must in jadging of any period, 
regard only the sum of results and those whe 
wrought them as an assemblage of workers for the 
epoch, whose individuality can ao more be pre 
dicated, than the just sequence of events can be in- 
dicated —for instead of a fairly discriminating ap- 
portionment of appreciation, we have seen iascribed 
upon the popular mind a 4oo stinted praise and an 
undue censure of a Charles Elliot,—whe, made the 
sca of a tottering Ministry, and superseded 
just as he had become master of the situation, receiv- 
ed, afterward, the public justification of the Duke of 
Wellington in the house of Lords, and of Sie Robert 
Peel in the House of Commons ; and we have heard 
a too ready echo of a “ hurrah” for a Sir Henry Pot- 
tinger, drowning the more quiet voices of the reflec- 
tive few who ved the aid he received from a 
Merrison and a Thom, whose lives were sacrificed 


which so distinetly mark the interval as one of pro- 
gress td the race ia thus Ae) ie the hands 
of Christendom that its Great Heagt may the more 
surely realize its promptings and its hopes. 

This prestige of the Imperial Government is 
however, evidenced to this day by the fact that 
whole Foreign community were held prisoners 
the Factories for the period of more than six 
with threats of the penalty of life hanging o 
them. ‘These deeds of Lin derived a certain lust 
as exhibitions of irresponsible will ; but his 
of procedure detracted from his merits as a 
Minister,—and when he threatened to call in the 
nid of the ‘‘ able=bodied of the people ” to crash 
the Foreigners, and published this inflammato 
appeal in the “ market places,” he shewed a rec 
lessness of future consequences to the Dynasty of 
his Imperial Master that at once stripped him of 
all claim to profound statesmanship; and the con- 
sequences have followed, to chastise its over 
sere aching arrogance and more surely impair its 
rule than the measures of redress takenby England. 

Thus Lin, by his mischievous flattery of the 
“ able=bodied of the people” introduced into our 
relations a new element of danger, and at the same 
time infused-into their prejudices a bitterness that 
has aggravated every fresh difficulty. It wanted 
but this to. to the conceit which they im- 
bibed from the ct of their Rulers to embolden 
them to commit the‘dcts of violence toward For- 

reigners which have since caused them to be de- 
signated as “ the most turbulent of people.” 

It is seen, therefore, that we must expunge ano- 
ther popular error, as to the origin of this spirit of 
hostility and turbulence, in finding it prior to the 

_Janding of the British forges at Canton, and not a 
consequence thereof,-athough every circumstance 
of the War naturally’added new force to it, until, 
when the ‘T'reaty of Nanking was made, its provi- 
sions were resisted at Canton. :

» suggests a glance at others, in this ret tive

| the utmost rigor. And if we permit our eyes 
now tofall upon the transactions of later years, 
removing from them the film of prejudice, and 
speaking in the more ral sense that propriety 
imposes, we find that it has been too much the 
custom to impute to individual officers the blame 
of the resort to the partial and local measures in- 
tended as palliatives or checks, but which have 
ended always in aggravations ;—whereas, a com- 
prehensive view of the field of controvers;, in the 
light of accumulated facts and indicat shews 
that no one cemld properly define the limit of action 
in any case before hand, dealing as we were with 
a mixed question—one involving as well the Im- 
perial authority as the diplomatic relations, and of 
an intricacy defying a just appreciation of influen- 
ces and the separation of the past from the present 
in any case,—in short, a correct tracing of the 
chain of sequences. 

We have ventured herein upon what may almost 
sound like repetition, and moreover have iasened

ernment of England had determined upon serious 
measures of redress ; and there we ventured to 
refer to a letter of our own, written at Canton on 
the Sth June 1840, in which we treated of the first 
War and incidentally conveyed our own opinions 
— some important points. We have taken this 
liberty with our readers because we find a retros- 
pective view vivified by a contemporaneous exposé 
of the situation, although it be but a sketch ; but 
chiefly, also, because the opinions we thus expres- 
sed, more than sixteen years ago, have now the 
lest of time and experience vouching for their 
value to embolden us to a publication of them here, 
and a reiteration of the more important of them, 
which has now, even more than then, a compre- 
hensiveness of meaning : — namely—the indispensa- 
ble necessity to proceed to Peking for redress of past 
wrongs and security for ep rights. 

This is the “ voice of the past” that we venture 
to echo to day,—not our own feeble wail for op- 
portunities lost. | 

Do you again ask why were opportunities lost 
and who was accountable for the loss ?— We reply 
that no individual is accountable for them, and 
that if blame be imputable it can only be attributed 
to a ministry wanting in a true perception of the 
intrinsic nature of the question, or in the power to 
give effect to its convictions ; and we, rather, assign 
as the controlling reason a concession to what must 
now be characterized as a lamentable and foolish 
senti mentalism, which seemed to impose upon the 
Government the necessity to limit its force to a 
number quite inadeg uate to the ultimate require- 
ments of a proper or permanent adjustment of the 
question, in the pursuance of a conciliatory course to- 
ward China. —In this connection we have to point 


a 


out that when writing the letter of June 1840, we 


were laboring under two misconceptions. One as 
to the force intended being much more powerfal ; 
the other, that the preparations, being in India, 
were kept private in Europe and America ;— 
whereas, the British Government, In the sense that 
the movements of England concerned the other 
Christian Nations, had communicated its purposes 
of redress to the American Government, and dis- 
claiming more than such redress and security for 
its citizens in future, had restricted its force so far 
within a r quisite one for conquest, that it was 
quite inadequate to the real requirements of the 
ocension. 

We have seen that England, by reason of her 
dominant power in India and the magnitude of her 
material stake in the commerce of China, became 
the asserter of international rights and comity ; 
but we find that her Government did not relin- 
quish its policy of conciliation in sending an arm- 
ed force to strengthen the hands of its Officers and 
render its representations to the Imperial Court ef- 
fective:—Thus, the expectation which we have 
reason to think Oaptain Elliot entertained, that 
the Bogue Forts would be destroyed on the arrival 
of the forces, as a snitable blow of redress for the 
local insult of imprisonment, before proceeding to 
the North to make representations, was disappoint- 
ed; and Chusan was scized avowedly only for se- 
curity and as a port of safety pending the represen- 
tations to the Emperor. 

The British forces did not reach Macao Roads 
until the last of Jane 1840, more than 15 months 
after the imprisonment, nor was a gonference 
obtained by the Plenipotentiaries at Tientsin until 
the 3ist of August. The promises of the Imperial 
Comissioner were unexceptionable; but if they had 
not been, the season was too far advanced to move 
the forces into the Gulf of Pechelee, —if, indeed, 
the English Government ever intended so mode- 
rate a force to attempt a movement upon Pekine. 

The British Officers, whether fully confiding in 
the Imperial Commissioner or not, had no alterna- 
tive but to return to the Canton River, and await 
the promised examination by Keshen, who was 
deputed by the Emperor to proceed there to inves-

tigate, and then satisfy the British demands.— 
Captain Elliot obtained Keshen’s acquiescence in 
them after destroying the Forts at Cheunpi and 
the Treaty ceding Hongkong (instead of Chuenpi, 
which was first demanded by eee Elliot,) was

policy of conciliation had proved a grievous error 
already in January, and now the day of retaliation 
upon the city of Canton itself had arrived, and the 
city was partially bembarded, in return for the das- 
tardly night attack upon schooners and other ves- 
sels lying in the river ; and on the 25th of May the 


British forces surrounded it. In the meantime 
the Factories had been pillaged and several Ame- 
ricans captured and taken into the city, after one 
had been killed in an attack on a ship’s boat. 

Such, then, was*the bad-faith and cruel trea- 
chery of the Chinese after the persistence of Eng- 
land in a course of moderation and conciliation for 
nearly two years afier the imprisonment of all the 
Foreigners and the seizure of Opium. 

Well may natives of every Foreign Country 
exclaim, as. we have heard them, that it is a pity 
the retaliatory measures against Canton were not 
more severe. Undonbtedly grea:er punishment 
then would have had a salutary effect upon our 
subsequent relations with its people; but in the 
first place, it must be borne in mind that down to 
that period the Imperi,| Court was solely charga- 
ble with the bad faith and treachery shewn toward 
Foreigners ; in. the second place, Canton was the 
sole port whenc: Ta could be obtained, and. it 
was part of the policy of the Ministry of the day to 
avert from a nredy ‘Treasury if possible any loss 
of the Dauaties.on Tea ; in the third place, it.was 
highly important to begin the campaign at the 


north without delay on account of the monsoon ; 
} and, in the fourth. place, persistence in the mea- 


sures of capturing the city involved protracted la- 
bor and futigues to a force whose effective strength 
was but about 2,600 men, and whose efficiency 
was already much impaired by the effects of clic- 
mate, the exigencies of which had vot been suff- 
ciently seein against by Government. To _re- 
main and follow up the siege and capture of Can- 
ton. was, therefore, to incur great sacrifices in many 
respects, nr were there wanting elements of un- 
certainty as to the final result. 

We consider, the much criticised moderation of 
Captain Elliot.in accepting the ra:som of six mil- 
lions of Dollars and payment for the sack of the 
Factories, therefore, as highly creditable to him as 
a Christian Officer, whether we give predomi- 
n is. act. to his well-known instincts of bene- 
volence or to those of prudence and f ht. 

We have «seen that so soon as the bad faith of 
the Imperial Court was no longer doubiful tho 
decision and energy of H.E. Charles Elliot became 
conspicuous ; —that on the wavering of Ke-shen ia 
December he oyed some of the Bogue Forts 
early in January ; then obtaining the cession of 


Hongkong, he took possession of it the same

Obscured by the circumstances of the Ministry 
and the clamor of the hour, his services, on which 
had depended in an hour of extreme peril the lives 
of all Foreigners at Canton and the honor of his 
country,—nay, upon whom alone fe!l the responsi- 
bility at that moment of peril of asserting the rights 
of all the Western Nations in the persons of their 
Citize »s,—services which then commanded the 
admiration and grajitude of all ;—these extraor- 
dinary services, along with those other protracted 
and arduous ones from March 1839 to August 1841 
were wholly ignored, and instead of the rewards 
generally predicted for him, he was re-called from 
China! His re-call was undoubtedly a measure 
intended to simplify the question with the Court 
ot Peking,=which having. at first, apparently, met 
conciliatory remonstrances and claims of redress 
iu the spirit attributed to the Emperor by HE. E,, 
suddenly reversed its policy, disgraced its Minister, 
who had jast negotiated a Treaty of Peace, and 
recommenced hostilities. 

Ke-Shen was thus sacrificed ;—but the sacrifice 
= _— was no logical consequence, surely, of 

[ 

Quite the contrary was it ;— and yet no honorary 
recognition of services so arduous, perplexing, 
and if rightly viewed, really successful, recompen- 
sed this act—in itself misconceived as one of exi- 
gence to the good of the * State. 

When China disgraced her specially-deputed 
High Commissioner, under such circumstances, it 
was no doubt a proper step of retaliation for 
England to withdraw her Plenipotentiary and as- 
sume, as she then must, of necessity, a new 
attitade forbidding misconception of her stern de- 
termination to obtain redress and provide for fu- 
ture security. 

China had herself widened the breach after due 
warning, friendly remonstrance, and the convic- 
tions of her trusted Minister had resulted in a 
Treaty ceding Hongkong. ‘I'he peril to permanent 
interests seemed greatly increased; and a total 
change of policy was demanded. Sir Henry Pot- 
linger was sent out as the exponent of this new 
policy; bet whén he got here he found that his 
predecessor had been pursuing this new line of 
policy ever since the hostile purposes of China be- 
cameé\apparent, and with great -eflect,—although 
the forces at his command were inadequate to pro- 
tracted service at Caaton. And the only anoma- 
lous citcumstance presented on his arrival was 
one that he was fain to avail of, albeit with a show

Thus was the truth apprehended by us the 
year before, when in our letter of June 1840, we 
said that England was “not coming here in her 
“ might to sacrifice her revenue of £4,000,000 Su. 
** ner annum from the daties upon Tea ; but if pos- 
“sible to make its receipt more certain, and to 
“ augment it.” 

Prior to this clever solution of this important 
Tea and Revenue problem, any other nation 
would have felt greater liberty of action, —would 
have been freer of self-imposed fetters; but England, 
still, as would any other Christian Nation, felt the 
justly-restraining influences imposed by the pecu- 
liar sitynution and state ef China, which may be 
comprised ina phrase we used in the letter of 1840 
in illustration of the delicacy and difficulty of the 
question, as “ the ialegrily of the Empire” being im- 
perilled if any but the most cautious policy were 
pursued, — 

Aad the restriction of the land force even below 
the actual requirements of such a line of policy, 
which compelled delays for reinforcements, in- 
dicates a determination to make a mere demon- 
stration, rather than to proceed to an extensive 
exercise of force, —lest measures intended for 
simple redress and future seourity should cause 
fears of aggression, and, arousing a spirit of patriot- 
ism, impose upon England immense incidental 
sacrifices at the outset, in addition to actual ex- 
penses, while leading her from one step of neces- 
sity tov another into a war of conquest,— 

I‘hus was England, in her care for the integrity of 
the Government of the ‘Tartar Emperor, on whose 
stability she conceived the prosperity of her own 
material.interests to rest, compelled to what now 
ean only appear as a wretched “hand to mouth” 
policy; and what has been her reward for this for- 
bearance ? 

This question we shall answer by and bye. — 

Fourteen months had thus passed since we wrote 
the letter of 1840; and our main predicate —ihat 
Peking must be reached to demand satisfaction 
cither suceessfully or properly —had been kept aside 
for want of adequate means of accomplishment,— 
the withholding of which served only the more 
clearly to exhibit the restraining motives by which 
the British Government was actuated, and to 
which we had, snucieirely, given prominence, 
although we had made them subordinate to the 
proper assertion of the dignity of England at Pe- 
king, as in our view the first requisite of an effec- 
tual solution of the question, 


| would have required a larger force than Engla 


ever had in China, and before it had been attained 
the question of supremacy, suggested in our letter 
of 1840, would no doubt have demanded solution, 
so that whilst we might say that E:ngland’s stum- 
bling-block in the first War was compounded of 
many and various materials, yet we shall takea 
more philosophical view of her relations to China 
by admitting that all precéding action was in suca 
a case but the nece‘sary preliminary ofthe ultima 
ratio regum,—actual War between two Govern- 
ments whose respective stand-points were so wide 
asunder. oo 

At length the necessities of the situation for- 
bade longer parley ;—for it was found then, as 
it will be now, that China listens sincerely to none 
but knock-down urguments, and yields to nothing but 
superior strategy ; —thal she will not see, she not 
believe—until practical hints become the gravest of 
realities !— ie 

Before Christendom, as before China herself, the 
way had thus been cleared by Charlies Elliot, and 
henceforth War was to proceed toward Peking ; 
but confined to the more accessible parts of the sen 
coast, until the inereased necessities of the new 
campaign of the succeeding year (1842) led to the 
expedition up the Yang tsze-kiang. 

t was a great stroke of strategy to compass the 
seizures of the positions of Chin-kiang-foo and 
Nanking, and one that was prominent in the mind 
of the time ; but the hazards of its execution‘and 
the requirements of the maintenance of the posi- 
tion eee attained were suc» as to enjoin upon 
Sir Henry Pottinger the importance of making the 
most of the opportunity in effecting his negotia- 
tions with the Imperial Commissioners ; and the 
Treaty of Nanking was the result to the two 
Countries, accompanied by generous rewards to

ays led to the ‘l'reaty at the Gates of Nanking 
on the 29th of \ugust, 1842,~just in good time to 
save the invaders the gravest embarrassm: nts. 
Well might the Ministry welcome such a result 
from the inadrquate means provided, and gener- 


ously reward the t hiefs who had snatched vic- 


tory from a surprised and astonished, rather than 
conquered, enemy. | 

Bat a recoiling popular wave was to come and 
beat against the fair fabric of Peace, even before 
the panic-stricken Mandarins should revive the 
force of their more subtle policy. 

It came from Canton, and the constant ebb and 
flow of the tide of affairs since has kept it in mo- 
tion betweén that unruly province and Peking, 
until the foundations then laid, and afterward ap- 
pep cemented by the enlightened policy of 

-Ying, have been undermined completely, leav- 
ing only a hollow shell,—if, indeed, it does not cover 
a mass of inflammable bitterness and hate. 

Having leaped over the incidents of the War as 
it progressed Northward, merely to note its conclu- 
sion before Nanking, (it being no part of cur pur- 
pose to write a narrative of it), we now revert to 
the position of affairs at Canton, where ‘he concur- 
rent anomalous circumstances of an open@ trade, 
with its immuni‘ies from the pressure of war, 
however fruitful it might be, the while, of Revenue 
to theBritish Exchequer, was also producing fruits 
of bitterness for the future. — 

When Sir Henry Pottinger returned from the 
North, the elements of a new War already existed 
at Canton ;—the smouldering embers of hostility 
soon emitting, indeed, sumething more palpable 
than smoke, and louger than low volcanic muuer- 


ings. 

in short. the Treaty never was really acquiesced 
in there, either by the Gentry or “ the able-bodied 
of the people”;—neither of whom were forgetful | 
of the sinister teachings of Lin, or the traditional | 
inculcations of.contempt, annually if not mere 
frequently repeated publicly by their Rulers, and 


who had moreover th€ counterfeited sembiance of 
victory to inflate their own pride. — 

“ The elements of a new: War,” we say, * ex- 
isted already at Canton,” and why ?— 

Because the Peace was no more eccepted by a 
powerful party at Peking than by the people of 
Canton ; and these heated Protestants at the two 
ends of the Empire were henceforth destined to 
carry on a mutual inflation. of pride, and by de- 
grees to obtain the ascendancy in the Imperial t oun- 
cils, leading to the displacement of Ke-Y ing, and 
step by step to another War. ‘The first practical 
Protest against the 'T'reaty of Peace we saw, and 
never shall forget! —forwwethew beheld the mob 
as so many infuriated wild beasts let loose, without 
cLeck or hindrance, upon the Foreign residenc s 


at Canton; we saw respectably-dressed Ch inese 
incite the vulgar, and assisting them to make a 
battering-ram of a portion of the fence of the Ame 
rican Garden, use it agargst the wall of the “ Com- 
pany’s Garden "—then pertaining to the British 
Consulate and thus gaining access to the Fiag- 
staff, set that on fire, the flag still flying ! 

These proceedings we watched, nor did our eyes 
leave the scene until the ships’ boats sent to the 
rescue of the cormmunity from. Whampoa arrived 
the next morning in time to "abe the life and pro- 
perty remaining. At its inception this movement 
was purely political; and when, some five hours 
after being summoned by ourselves, the Govern- 
ment Soldiers arrived on the ground, they fied 
their matchlocks in the air. 

The sceds of Lin's sowing had taken root 
and left the Mandarins incapable if not unwilling 
to restrain the people ; and similar indications of 
political rancor have since been frequent. 

In tracing the origin and growth of the arrogant 
insolence of the people ofCanton,the question again 


}arises as to the mistakes of Foreign officers in re- 


gard to it; and another, especially, as to whether 
the Imrerial Court has dealt with that matter in 
good frith. We find no difficulty in answering 
the last of these questions; but as respects the first 
one we reiterate our opinions in the geveral sense 
of exoneration of the British officers, and especially 
of Captain Elliot, with the following further state- 
ment as to the period between the assumption of 
authority by Sir Henry Pottingerand the Treaty of 
Nankin, to whose relative responsibility we have 
already alluded. 

We have shewn the constraining reasons for the 
ransom of Canton in May, and that the terms of the 
Truce left perfect liberty of action to the British 
Officers, and.that in this sense Sir Henry Pottinger 
warned the Mandarins of his intention to inflict 
summary retribution if any act of hostility was com- 


mitted or any steps jo im;ede the navigation of 


the River by rebuilding the fortifications, were 
taken.-- 1 he Generalissimoes having teported to the 
Emperor the falsehood that they had driven the 
English away, orders came from Peking to re- 
build the Fortifications, and this was first stealthily 
and then boldly proceeded with without an 
but some quite abortive attempts to prevert it 
by Captain Nias of 11.

It was fully expected by the Chinese generally 
that the forces would return and exact retribution ;

remember they and the people acquainted with 
Foreigners had been so impressed by the prompt 
action of Captain Elliot that they dreaded the ful-

This neglect was the greatest palpable error of 
the War, as we have before characterized it, the 
blame of which falls primarily upon Sir Henry 
Pottinger, who threatened what he never fulfilled ; 
but if we refuse to cireumscribe our view with- 
in the limits prescribed by the moderate means 
placed at his disposal by the Government, we find 
in this, ws in all other cases, that the blame reverts 
to the Ministry, - who failing first in a compre- 
hensive grasp of the question, or wanting courage to 
grapple with its difficulties, provided so inadequate 
a force that the alternative finally forced upon their 
Officers found them unable to cope with it, and 
compelled them to pursue an unworthy “ hand ‘to 
mouth” policy which was the more dangerous be- 
cause more likely to lead, with such a people, to 
a War of conquest, than the dealing of heavy and 
rapid blows- would have been. 

Pointing out, as we do, that in a retrospective view 
of philosophical breadth, the several movements

In short, the fundamental error of the British 
Government was in forgetting the teaching of their

Such was the experience in the first war, and 
such, too, has marked the, so--called, period of 
peace: --In War, China never knows when or 
where to yield; in Peace, her Mandarins meet 
every friendly advance with a recoil :—Always 
impracticable—generally obtusely obstinate; -—a 
kind of fatality leads them on to— may we 
not hope, to the good of the people, if to thetr own des- 
truction? 

In all this we see the Tartars as much at fault 
in domestic politics as in Foreign relations, ~ indeed 
their aberrations in stdtesmanship are more glar- 
ing in home than in foreign affairs ; and such was 
the nature of the issue ~ith England at Canton 
in 1842 that there is no doubt the whole as- 
pect of political affairs would have been changed, 
and the Emperor’s rule more firmly established— 
possibly even the Revolution averted for a time, at 
least,—if Sir Henry Pottinger could have effectual- 
ly redressed the infractions of the truce by curbing 
the hostile spirit of the Cantonese, — which in re-

After so long a delay we are ab'e to place be- 
fore our renders the Emperor's edict, for the tolera- 
tion of Christianity, kindly forwarded to us by a 
correspondent at Shanghae ‘I'he history of this 
document we have been able te trace so far as w 
leave no doubt, in our own minds, of its being au- 
thentic. Certain Officers, both at Shanghae and 
Canton, have denied the authenticity of what pur- 
ports to be the Emperor's reply, while others, who 
have the means of knowing the truth, declare to 
the contrary. In the sammer of last year we had 
the pleasure of presenting to Keyiag a copy of the 
New Testament in Ma-choo. ‘I'he same in Chi- 
nese with many other books on Christianity, he 
had previously received and perused, and had evi- 
dently made up his mind regarding the truth and 
excellence of this ‘new religion.” Aware of what 
was doing to extend Christianity, he is said to have 
ee forward a proposition more than a year 
ago for its toleration. tut the honor of securing 
this, by a direct request was reserved for the 
French Ambassador. We here introduce the 
original, with a translation."—E disor Chinese Re- 
pesulory.

The 
Government of China, so far as as we are able to 
ascertain, is disposed to give not only the Tien, 
Chii,kida, but Christianity, full toleration, to place 
the worshippers.of the Lor!

about this change in his Majesty's councils, is due 
to the French Commissioner it Lagreaé and to 
their Excellencies Key ng and Hwday.

“their own reporters at the Court of Peking. 
‘: There is already, we believe, a policy working

“viously to the War. ‘True it is concealed as 
“ much as possible, but it is spreadmg like leaven

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And in March the same Editor wrote as follows: 
--“ As things are in Canton, with thousands of the 
basest sort, poor, idle and half-famished, congre- 
gated in and about the city, a very little matter 
may easily lead to the most fearful consequences. 
This was twice exemplified last year, once in the 
demolition of the Prefect’s office, and again in the 
attack on the foreign factories in July: Fond as 
the Chinese naturally are of quiet and order, these 
eannot be enjoyed here with ut great watchfulness 
on the part of both the native and the foreign au- 
thorities. While we continue to urge the constant 
exercise of circtmspection and forbearance on the 
part of the residents, we feel that the time has come 
when Governmental authority should interpose 
with a strong hand and secure to foreigners their 
rights—safely from insult and injury, freedom and 
liberty in exercise, with healihy and convenient resi- 
dences—rights provided by all the late treaties.

This document may be dissected by the light 
of to-day ; and the import of the appeal to the “ tens

Two days after, the following Placard denounc- 
ing Ke- Yine was published. 

' & Denunciation of Ke- Ying. 

“The English have rebelled against us, dis- 
obeying ourtaws, and bringing disorder and in- 
jury on the “ Flowery Nation.” Ke-Yino’s heart is 
inwardly inclined towards them, he disregards our 
families, and, trampling on the people, he thereby 
degrades the nation. His crimes deserve to be 
punished with death ; it is therefore desirable that 
every one of us should exert himself, that all 
aniting together, we may set fire to his palace and 
then cast his dead body into the street. To do this 
is not exceeding the law. 


“ Taukwang, 27th year, 2nd moon, 20th day 
(April Sth, 1847.) 
“ An appedl from the whole province.” 

At this time the Editor of the Repository report- 
ed as follows :— 

“ Ke-Yino is known to have been greatly per- 
“ plexed and distressed, unable to eat by day or sleep 
“by night. It is generally believed, by those who 
“ have the best means of knowing the truth in this 
“ matter, that he has been left to stand quite ulone, 
*‘ and is even opposed by some of the high officers 
"of the Province.” 

Perhaps if we take the tenor of the foregoing 
Proclamation of Yeu and his conduct and career 
since into view, we shall not find any doubt in our 
minds as to one, at least, of the high Officers who 
opposed Ke-Yina, as above reported. 

We still proceed to quote from the pages of the 
observant Editor of the “ Repository,” whose con- 
versance with the Diplomacy of the previous three 
years, added to his knowledge of the language of 
the country, peculiarly qualified him for sound 
judgment, as his exalted sense of right did for un- 
biassed coniment; and thus it is that we find him 
from time to time foretetling, in words weighty with 
the solemnity of truth and partaking of a prophetic 
spirit, the dangerous complications toward which 
the Government and people of China were hurry- 
ing in their relations with Foreigners. 

His words of November 1846 and Febraary 
1847 prepared our minds for th» record of April 
1847, now before us; and the following further 
recitals and comments serve also as significant fore- 
shadowings of the darker deeds of the succeeding 
December,—when the “legven of iniquity” ferment- 
ed with a violence that, at length, aroused a more 
correct general sentiment amongs: the Chinese as 
well as Foreigners, which inspiring ia the former ° 
dread and in the latter caution, led to a period of 
com parative calm, during which both preserved an 
expectant attitude that continued without very 
serious interruptions antil the Revolution became, 
as between Foreigners and Chinese, more or less 
an clement of order in its counteracting effect upon

the Mandarins and people. In the meantime,

“ I'he subject of all-engrossing interest which we 
are called to relate among the occurrences: of the 
month, is the lawless outrage and murder of the 
six foreigners at Hwang chuh-ki. Never in all the 
annals of history have we read of a more crael 
and blood—thirsty instance of atrocity than this. 
‘The minds of the foreign community have been 
justly filled with feelings of surprise, horrur and 


alarm. No one supposed that the Chinese could 
he guilty of such savage barbarity, and it was only 
the foul deed itself and the mangled bodies of the 


ictims brought back successively from the scene 
oY massacre that has made us fully sensible of the 
awfal wickeduess and depravity that here exist.” 
‘hese atrocities never were properly or adegua- 
tely atoned for; and the history of this-case pre- 
sents a fair view of the disadvantages under which 
the foreign residents have labored jn China since 


the Treaty of Nanking. The following report of 
u Committee of the bri ish Community very plain- 
ly exhibits the influence of that spiru of trade 
which has so much retarded a proper assertion of 
first principles,—the reciprocal recognition of the 
first obligutions of amity—/full pretection of Life and 
property and perfect political equaluy —

is the prc per meaning of the ‘Treaties and the real 
intent of the Western Nations in forming them ;

And when the first obligations of international 
comity have been recognized and their future ob 
servances amply guaranteed, the word trade will 
arise in its proper place.

The Chinese people may be said to be in an ex- 
pectint, if not in a receptive attitude.

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Having reached the distinctly marked point of 
devergence by the [inperia!l Court from the obliga- 
tions of good fanth, which was also the acine of 
popular violence against Foreigners, we paused to 
cousider the instruction then t> be gathered from 
the retrospect; and we indicated as the most em 
phatic lesson of its teaching the undue prominence 
assigned to 'T'rade in the Diplomacy of England 
and America: This weak point in the policy of 
the West was arrived at by us by no process of 
induction, but by the deeper teachiuy of actual ex- 
perience of the vicissiydes of the period, which 
were perhaps thence mainly derive). We sy 
mainly derived therefrom, because the po itical 
course of the Western Governments toward China 
had confounded all logic, as the financial course of 
that of England had all idees of poiitical econumy 
in respect to the Tea Trade down to this year. 

We have seen that Charles Elliot was, the first 
to breach the wall of exclusiveuess behin! which 
China had hidden her weakness fur centuries ; and 
that in so doing he had established the legitimate 
character of England’s“marre! in the eyes of the 
World :— Which, considering the position whence 
he started and his means, must be rogarded as the 
greatest achievement of all. 

Sir Henry Potuager succeeded toa much clearer 
field; and showed as elear an appreciation of its 
advantages, by preserving diplomatically, so to 
speak, “a mastény inactivity ” while the practical 
lessons of the sword were being given nearer and 
nearer to Peking: And he was, at length, re- 
warded for his abstinence by the ‘T'reaty. of Nank- 
ing, when in the midst of the second campaign at 
the North. 

Sir John Francis Davis returned here with 
strong prepossessions in favor of China, but withal 
a just view of the necessities of the relations with 
her Government and people, if we may judge from 
what we find upon the record ; and we note here 
especially that H. F.’s action in 1847 was restrain- 
ed by two influences: One, @ want of force ; the

without its sufficing chastise nent for accuinulated 
wrongs, and the Siadeles without a wholesome 
check to their industrious inculcations of political 
rancor. . 

Succeeding this was the laisser faire policy of 
Sir George ham, which may be said to have 
met with a ative success as compared with 
the preceding administration, since no very sericus 
overt acts of hostility cast a gloom over its course 
like that left upon the receding footsteps of his 
predecessor by the wicked tragedy of Hwang- 
choh-ki; but we shall find by the record that this 
general abstinence of the mob froin open violence 
was mainly if not sol ly owing to the improved 
training of the Gentry under the subtle guidance 
of Su and Yeu, until the Revolution intervened 


and became, as we have Phid, an element of order, 


and finally stripped the former officer of the pestige 
that he had gained in “ curbing the Foreigners.” 

Hate of the Foreigner did not slumber; nor 
though it sometimes cowered from very guiltiness, 
did it wholly hide its head :—Nay, it did but the 
more surely reveal iis chief abiding place,—in 
the high seais of the land ;—its home was traced to 
the Government halls and the houses of the Gentry. 
—It was thence that the “ leaven of iniquity” had 
spread abroad among the masses, like poison cun- 
ningly distilled coursing through the veins and in- 
flaming the brain. 

Let us here search the record by way of illus- 
tration merely, and for distant readers only, since 
those who reside in China do not require these few 
out of the many indices of the Government policy. 

Thus we find public record of the animus of 
Yeu so early as October 3!st 1846 in the follow- 
ing :—- 

Extract of a letler of Sir Juhn Davis to Commissioner 

Keying. 
Dated Vicrorta, Honakona, Oct. 3ist 1846. 

“If your excellency restrains the “hinese | shall be able to 
restrain the English, but if the populace are encouraged 
by the Treasurer* and the Judge uf Canton (as in the last 
year) to hate and oppose foreigners, then ovr people will 
constantly fight together, many persons will be killed, and 
your exccllency and | can only write notes to each other.

That the policy of the court was fixed as against 
all Foreigners alike and not a mere distrust of or 
aversion to Englishmen is shewn already in 1848, 
by the following remarks of the Editor of the Re. 
pository, himself an American, 

Interview between H. E. Mr Daria the American Com- 
missioner and their Evccellentics Su and Yeh and 
others. October SAS. 

“ The contrast between the hauteur and ignorance of these 
two high officers, and the inquisitiveness, and affability of 
their predecessors Keyive ant wane is very great; we 
hope however they will do nothing to complicate public affairs 
thoug : their conduct thus far conveys the impression that 
they would not be unwilling to restore the old times, and 
bring back the day when they could send linguists every 
eight days to take the “ barbarians” out for an airing.” 


In March 1848 the following significant Prophe- 
cy upon the Governor Su’s conduct appeared :-~ 


“ The barbarians crazilv think to enter the Eap>ror’s city, 
but this Governor is not the sort of min the old one Ke-yine 
was. He acts for-the goverment, destituce of selishess a 
faithful and devoted servant of the ‘‘rown and hitherto has - 
had the reputation of loving the people as his children. He 
has before-hand iaid his plans utterly to annihilate the ft >r- 
eigners ; he early determined to exert himself for his Prince, 
and to report victory to his Imperial Majesty. When once 
he sets in motion the bold and enterprising soldiers from the 
fout points of the compass, he will tale the English rebels 
and level them utterly at one sweep.”

children of a feeble, but “ Great Father” became | 
the most obedient of his extensive family when a | 
domestic question agose; —then, although the ex- | 
ample of Rebellion is contagious, these resisters of 
the Imperial will respecting Foreigners, forsooth, are 
found to be the Emperor’s chief support in the 
South, and Canton his sole remaining stronghold ! 

Significant, indee | were the contradiction in- 
volved in this if more than a seeming one; bout 
here again we find the key of this Chinese puzzle 
in the bond of sympathy already referred to. 

This chain of sympathy so cunningly wrought 
and firmly welde dby the mutual interchange of pre- 
judices against the Foreigners served as the stron- 
gest bond of cohesion--of loyalty-—when the Revo- 
jution overspread the Province and threatened the 
Emperor’s power with extinction ;~~th missiles of 
war beat against the city walls in vain because 
the purses of the loyal and petted gentry were 
freely opened to Yen. 

The city was saved by his resolution and asti- | 
teness and the means provided by them .-—Artifice 
with the liberal aid of money succeeded when 


arms failed. 


for a while, at this period, the moral aid deriv- 
ed from the presence of the Foreigners, protected 
by their ships of war, seemed to conciliate the 
people of Canton; and this improved feeling was 


availed of to visit some points of interest, which, 


although quite within the scope of ‘Treaty rights, 
had been practically beyond the reach of the for- 
eign residen's from fear of popular violence. 

Soon after the rebels left the neighborhood, how- 


ever, fresh indications of enmity were observed ; 
-and very soon Ladies and Gentlemen were assail- 


ed with threatening cries and finally with stones 

That the Government Officers and the Gentry 
wert encouraging this renewed hostility was evi- 
dent ; and we find in the tlospital Report of Dr. 
ttobson published last Summer, the following re- 
marks upon the subject. — 


'' Many natives will on no account avail themselves of the

south of China, but they are not so freely avouched by the

stran rers in this city, are kept up by varieus unfounded re- 
ports, circulated probably for political ends, and form the 
greatest barriers (the corrupt disinclination of the heart except- 


ed) to the friendly recepiion of the glorious Gospel of the 
blessed God.”

The pursuance of this course of policy has pro- 
duced its sure frait of bitterness and hence the 
course of events has broaght us logically to a 
broader issue than the first one was. 
We have learnt much, or rather, there is mach 
instruction in it, if we will but anderstand. To de 
so, we must carefully note the progressive steps 
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by which we have reachert this desiderated definite 
point in our relations ; and in doing this we mus 
not fail to observe the repeated checks or counter- 
actions encountered in our progress toward it, as 
circumstances tending to confuse the judgment and 
obscure the path to the real issue.

Note.— The following * Placard by the Gentry and 
Literati of Canton is an epitome ol the policy pur- 
sued toward all Foreigners alike by the Imperial 
Government and the peopie of Canton conjointly. 

[t shews thé‘direct participation of the people in 
the deliberate bad faith of the Imperial Coort at 
that period; and that the success of the joint de- 
monstration then made was attributed by them to 
its formidable character and constituted, as it no 
doubt did, a great moral victory over the Foreign- 
ers. it is a victory still on record; and the pride 
and hate conjoined in the following words should 
bea warning and an injunction now,—a warning 
to beware of the eowardly. stealthy, acts of such 
foes and an injunction to exact full pen aities for all 
such deeds :—“ oaly we of Cunton —at San yuen li 
“ have ever destroyed them, ani at Hwang-chuhhi 
* cul them ti pieces: Even tender chillrea are de- 
“ sirous todevour their flesh an l sleep upon their skias!” 

“ The rewards conferred by his Majesty upon the 
local officers have been received at Canton and the 
following rescript circulated in handbills through 
the city. “On the 7th instant, (April 1849) the 
Privy Council received the Imperial rescript as fol- 
lows :—“ Since the commencement of the foreign 
affair about ten years ago, there has been constant 
trouble along our maritime borders, with diminu- 
tion of revenue, and neneyene to the troops ; and 
though latterly there has been a little more quiet, 
the mingling of severity and gentleness in the 
mode of ruling them has not kept he foreigners 
contented and they have every now and then broke 


forth with their peity discontents. We have deeply 


* It follows the above Rescript, 
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felt for the affliction and oppressions of our subjects 
along the coasts and have patiently forbore w- 
wards them, knowing from the character of huinan 
nature that a trifling exaction now would produce 


a great reaction. Recently the Govern or Sv and 


his colleague have several times m morialised us 
relating to the repeated request of the English to 
enter the City of Canton, and stating that he would 

manage the matter with a due egar: to justice 
and expediency ; now a flying despatch has reach- 
ed us stating that the merchants of the place, 
fully understanding the demands of patriotisin have 
subscribed funds to protect the city from injury, 
and that the gentry have lent their best assistance 
in the emergency, and that the question of enter- 
ing the city is now laid at rest. ‘I'he said foreign- 
ers now carry on their business as usual, and both 
natives and foreigners are at peace, without oor 
losing a soldier, or brandishing a spear. ‘lhe said 
Governor and Fu-yuen have quieted the people and 
soothed the foreigners, everywhere maintaining and 
establishing the dignity of their rule causing these 
foreigners to become obedient without exerting 
the least severity or constraint so that there will 
now henceforth be mutual harmony. 

“ The congratulations and joy of our heart can 
} hardly be expressed, and as is right we confer pro- 
portionate rewards to recompense such extraordi- 
nary merit. In order t» show our great regard, let 
Su Rncmeniie receive the title of Viscowat trans- 
missiblo to his heirs, and a two eyed peacock’s fea- 
ther be given him; and the reward of the title of 
Baron be confered upon Y eu-Minevuty transmissi- 
ble to his heirs, and the decoration of a peacock’s 
feather. Let these two officers also examine ito 
the cases of their coadjutors, Muliyan, the Comman- 
dant, Uraniai,and Tayaatuagak, the Lieut Gene- 
rals of the troops Hung ming-hiang ani Siaag. 
Lin generals who with united zeal and energy 
well fulfilled their official duties, that the r merits bu 
properly rewarded according to military regula 

tions, and lef the Board of War deliberate upon, 
and report it for our approval. Asa special mark 
of favor Let Hu-Siaaghwaag be appointed to the

action, was raised from the governorship to the rank 
of Governor General ; and after about a year’s 
possession of the post, he has fally learned that the 
spirit of the people of Canton can be depended on, 
and that the enthusiasm of the troops can easily be 
aroused. When the time arrived the Chiefs of the 
nations came in their vessels requesting an inter- 
view, when his Excellency accorded them a per- 
sonal meeting, at which he firmly rejected ten or 
more things ught by them: Perceiving that 
the Commissioner was immoveable, the Chiefs 
again put forth their request to enter the city 
when his Excellency ssid. “I will refer the 
matter to Court to see whether or no it can be a!- 
lowed.” They exclaimed. “ Well, well, we will 
hear the mandate.” 

“ Meanwhile, the provincial officers generally 
thought his Excellency would not be able to ar- 
range the matter amicably, and that native vaga- 
bonds would take advantage of the occasion to 
excite disturbance, when even his utmost energy 
could not overrule; but he never showed the least 
discomposure (at this threatening prospect) and in 
conjunction with the Fuyuen Yeu, exerted all his 
wisdom and energy in making preparations for a 
resert to arms. t the same time these two offi- 
| cers sedulously collected horses, and enlisted men, 
put in order the cannon and other military equip- 
ments, and laid in a store of provisions, ‘They 
stimulated the enthusiasm of officers by exciting 
their emulation and love for glory; they rous- 
ed the courage of the soldiers by holding out re-

The following Rescript of the Young Emperor was 
the first decisive dectaration of his policy in respect

The first duty of a ruler of the people withont 
doubt is to employ the worthy and to discard the vi- 
cious ; nor until the vicious shall have been utterly 
put away, can the administration be formed ex- 
clusively of men of worth. At the present moment 
the ruin caused to the Empire by slothful remiss-" 
ness, may be pronownced to have reached its ex- 
treme, and the blame of the government’s duily 
retrogression, and of the daily demoralisation of 
the people rcsts with us; bat is it not the vocation 
of wo or three high officers to propose what is 
right, and correct what is not, and thus to assist 
us where we fall short ? 

Muhchangah, asa chief minister of the. Cabinet, 
has been favored during more reigns than one by 
a recognition of his fitness for office; but he has 
not bethought him of its difficulties, and the dili- 
gent attention due to it, or his obligation to identify 
himself with the virtue and good councils of his 
sovereign. On the contrary, while conserving his 

ition and coveting the credit attaching to it, he 

as kept back men of worth to the detriment of the 
state: disloyal and faithless, by concealment of his 
thoughts, and a complaisant bearing, he has made 
his treachery pass current ; perverting his learning 
and abilities, he has suited his tions to views 
of his lord. His overthrow of those of a different 
policy from himself when the barbarian question 
was fist raised is matter of the deepest indigna- 
tion.
